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THE REIGN OF THE CRANK. 





The ‘Social Reformer,” alias moral crank, 
just now is hard at work, in three different 
fields ot endeavor, trying to reduce the rest of 
mankind to his own dull, dyspeptic. joyless 
level. One of these fields is what he calls 
“Temperance Agitation,” the extreme form of 
which is styled “Prohibition” by the long- 
haired, short-sighted, ill-tempered Pharisees 
who profess that new forin of fanaticism. Your 
“Prohibitionist,”’ having been either a drunk- 
ard so low-lived and vile that he had to be 
lifted out of the gutter by public charity, or 
a half-starved, weak-nerved, hot-gospeller cadg- 
ing fur notoriety, hates to see other men enjoy- 
ing themselves in a sociable and genial man- 
ner. So he goes to work with an industry and 
an energy which are the mcral cranks’ only 
commendable qualities and gets a law passed 
making ita penitentiary offence to teste the 
cheering cup or pass it around. This act of 
bigoted tyranny he calls a “Social Reform.’’ 

What follows? We have only to lo»vk at 
Maine, at Iowa, at Georgia and at Rhode Island 
to see the logical and immediate consequence. 
In Maine, because men have to drink slyly, 
there are more drunkenness and debauchery 
than in any other State of the Union. In 
Rhode Island, the pofulfér antipathy to pro- 
hibition is literally furious. In Iowa there is 
no longer any pretence of enforcing the law, 
and in Georgia, according to the newspapers of 
that State, the City of Atlanta has been set 
back, so far as prosperity is concerned, at least 
twenty years by the reign of the total absti- 
nence crank, 

Another field in which the “socia reformer’’ 
has been very busy of late is the race tracks. 
Everybody who knows anything knows that all 
pretences being set aside square, honest betting 
is the very life-blood of racing. It is no use 
denying the fact that in this nineteenth century 
we Americans are bound to look upon Chance 
asone of the means and ways of making at 
least some of our money. The tenfold million- 
aire who makesa turn of $500,000 on a future 
upward or downward movement in grain, or 
oil or stocks is betting on a chance just as surely 
as the lover of sports, who bets on the issue of 
n horse race before or during the period it is 
run. That is exactly why your “moral re- 
former’ is dead down on sporting and its really 
legitimate expression—betting. So he goes to 
Albany, gets a “law’’ passed making it a crim- 
inal offence to bet (not on the Stock Exchange 
or the Produce Exchange, mind you, but on 
the track), and then sits down to rub his hands 
as he watches one racing association after the 
other close its gates and adjourn its meetings 
sin? die. 

How powerful this mischievous and mali- 
cious agency may be, when it is working in the 
disguise ot “law” is best proved by the fact that 
in spite of all its wealth and influence, Jerome 
Park had, last week, to confess defeat and re- 
tire from business because the “social reform- 
ers”? made up their minds to s juelch it. 

What in this instance has been the result? 
Why, simply this, as demonstrated recently in 
Brooklyn when, 1n three trials of persons ac- 
cused ynder this infamous crank “law,” the 
jury in each instance disagreed and thereby ex- 
pressed the popular disgust, a consequence 
which would certainly have tollowed had any 
of the betters or bookmakers of Jerome Park 
been dragged into court. 

The tnird field in which the “Social Re- 
former’ is impertinvently prying himself is 
the newspapers. One faction wants to have 
the news suppressed because it mostly relates 
to crime. Another crowd are down on Sunday 
papers because they violate the “Lord’s Day.” 
This is the biggest contract the cranks have 
ever undertaken, and we venture to predict 
that they won't carry it out us thoroughly as 
they hope and expect. American newspapers 
will continue to publish the news ofthe day or 
else cease to be American, and they will no 
more permit a crank to dictate what they shall 
print or omit to spare his teelings, than they 
will allow a Czar or a Queen to decide what 
shall be their political tone in treating public

Warren landed on his man’s tace, and there was gore 
about the New Yorker’s proboscis. Danforth had the 
best of tke round and it louked as though he might do 
disastrous work with his upper cutting, which was his 
feature of fighting. 

5—Thbis round was not the best. Danforth rushed 
and was met by Warren’s lett, which came hard, 
Danforth used his lett and then followed with an up- 
per cut. The figbt was halt over, and it was hard to 
see who was abead, but Danforth, if anything, made a 
little the better showing.

AN ANIMAL HOSPITAL. 


The veterinary department of the University of 
Pennsylvania at Philadelphia, which commenced its 
third year on Saturday week last, has among its 
patients now in the hospital a little bull-pup, whicn is 
suftering with St. Vitus’ dance. 4 valuable canary, 
which two weeks azo was brought to tbe bospital in 
an emaciated condition, is now hopping about in a 
lively manner and is regaining its voice. It was sut- 
fering witb a large ulcer in its throat, <A number of 
horses are under treatment for a variety of diseascs. 
The faculty encourage the reception of horses for free 
treatment when the owners are indigent, but occasion- 
ally they are imposed upon. One day they received 
for free treatment a horse from a man attired in rag- 
ged clothes. Soon after its discharge they learned that 
the horse was owned by a wealthy contractor, who bad 
employed the poor man to act forhim. Now the own- 
er of the sick animal must be known to the veterin- 
arian or must be recommended by a responsivle 
citizen. Precaution is taken not to interfere with the 
business of regular practitioners. 

Every facility is afforded for tbe proper treatment 
ot animals. Each student has at least one animal, 
for which he is responsible, and under the direction of 
a professor he is taught to administer the proper rem- 
edies. One way ot administering povdersis to place 
them cn the back of an animal's tongue. Another 
effective way is to m1x tbem with boney and then rub 
the animal's teeth and gums with the mixture; and a 
third is by drenching, or pouring liquids down the 
diseased animal's throat. One stall in the stable is 
especially designed for violent cases. Here are con- 
fined borses suffering with lockjaw and crazy horses.

SIGNOR SUCCI’S FAST. 


Signor Succi’s prolonged fast at Rome continues to 
be watched with great interest by medical men and 
others, and the resulis thus far are decidedly surpris- 
ing. For the first twoor three days he remained in 
bed, only rising to wash and have his hair and beard 
trimmed. But on the fourth he got up and exercised 
bimself for an bour or two at fencing and single stick. 
On the eighth day he went out on horseback for an 
hour and a balf, accompanied by several members of 
the vigilance committee. He rude well and appeared 
toenjoy the exercise, conversing in the most anima- 
ted manner. On the twelfth day. baving slept well, 
he rose at 7:30 and went through the exercise as usual. 
He afterward went fora swim at the ‘Ticino baths, 
and remained in the water for three-quarters of ao 
hour, swimming ip various styles, the whole time 
with force and ease, and returning to his house on 
foot. The bath man who attended him wa.., it is saic, 
considerably startled at his appearance in bis bathiug 
costume, not on account of his emaciation, which is 








not extreme, but atthe double line of violet color 


whiéh marks the circumference of the stomach, and 
which is satd to have the appearance of a deep cica- 
trice. 

Every particular connected with Sig. Succi’s physical 
state and the functions of the bodily organs is daily 
noted and signed by five physicians of position, It is 
absolutely certain that he has swallowed nothing but 
pure water, a portion of which is heated to 104 dezrees 
Fabr., and small quantities of Vichy and Hunyadi 
Janos watcr. During the Jast few days his muscular 
power, as tested by the dynamometer, has positively 
increased. He is daily visited by hundreds ot persons, 
a large number of whom ure English and American, 
The other day he expressed his intention of taking a 
walk of some 18 chilometers soon ‘‘1o stretch bis legs.” 
He says that the first few days are the most difficult 
to endure, and that he feels stronger when the stomach 
is quite free. He now says be wil! not take the second 
dose of his liquor until the termination of bis fast. In 
recommencing to take ordinary food be will begin, he 
says, with a littlemilk, then with small portions of 
biscuit dropped 1n it,then broth, and so on, proceeding 
with the greatest caution before eating svlids, His 
present intention is to take a montli’s rest, and after- 
ward to renew these fasts under simailar conditions in 
Vienna and Paris.

Monday night Sherift Sprew1!l arrived at 
Plymouth with the wife of the murdered man and 
two negroes. Anotver negro, James Davenport, 
alias James Ambrose, was shot and killed. One of 
the negroes made a confession some days ago as fol- 
Jows: ‘'bat Mrs. Owens had hire them to kill her 
husband. She wished them tv drown bim, and pre. 
pared water in a barrel for that purpose, She gave 
him medicine to put bim in a sound sleep, and the 
three negroes actually stood by bis bedside ready to 
commit the crime. Their courage failed them. Fi- 
nally Ambrose, some nights afterward, entered the 
store, and wben Owens appeared shot him. Ambrose 
was pursued, and on making a desperate attempt to 
kill the members of the sheriff’s posse, was shot 
through the heart. Mrs. Owens and the other two 
negroes are now 1n jail at Plymouth to await trial.

Centuries ago medisval 
chemists learned that the leaves and seeds of this 
beautiful product of nature contained a principle 
which acted with great power on the system of man, 
and a new poison was added to the weapons which 
proved potent in the hands of the ambitious and 
the unscrupulous. This poison—mecicinal in small 


~ dosed and deadly in large doses—medical science dis- 


playsto the world aa digitaline. a white, inodorous, 
bitter substance. Another form of the drug, and the 
one most commonly in use, 1s the fluid extract of 
digitalis. 

How does the poison work ? 

Asa general thing it may be said to cause dimin- 
ished muscular power, convulsive movement of the 
muscles and insensibility. Asa medicine it 1s found 
to exercise a remarkable influence over the circula- 
tion :} the beats of the heart are retarded, but rendered 
moré vigorous; the arteries are contracted and an 
improved tone of the cardiac and arterial economy 
ensues.

ress of the poison acting on a frame enfeebled by hard 
work and temporary excesses. Day atter day the drug, 
tn medicival doses, found its way into the liquor that 
brought temporary strength to the wornout but de 
termined advocate. The drug is cumulative in its 
action, and one morning the collapse began and the

deadly work was under way. Mrs. Storrs was sudden- 
ly summoned to her husband’s bedside. Early on the 
morning of Sept. 12, 1885, he woke, smcked a cigar, and 
insisted that the patient watcher by his couch should 
take some needed rest. Then he turned his haggard 
face to the wall and fell asleep. 

When the morning sun entered the room and Mrs. 
Storrs awoke, the patient lay calmly still and silent. 
He was dead—died,as the public announcement had 
it, of paralysis ofthe heart. It was whut the “Gang” 
called ‘‘a piece of slick work.” Mr. Storr’s death oc- 
curred at 7:10 o’clock Saturday morning, Sept. 12, 
1885, at the (Clifton House, in the city ot Ottawa, 111. 
His illness bad become markedly serious only the 
preceding day. The report of the event was at once 
flasbed over the wires to Chicago and caused univer- 
sal surprise and regret among all people save the few 
who were in the secret of the anticipated event. 

Bill Gallagher, jointly implicated with Mackin and 
Gleason in the election frauds, on hearing the public 
report of the occurrence, exclaimed “There, §2.800 
of my good money has gone.” His apparent griet 
over his “good money” was more demonstrative than 
real, for he never showed much ability at earning a 
legitimate living, and bis most reliable source of in- 
come was generally known to be the purse of Michael 
Cassius McDonald, notorious the Union over as the 
king. of gamblers and the supreme boss of Chicago 
politics, 

Mackin also heard the news at an early hour in the 
forenoon and at once gave up hope of escaping a term 
in the penitentiary. He understood the case at once, 
and almost the first words of comment he uttered

were: ‘I told Storrs not to drink anything, or if he 
did to buy bis own liquor and drink alone.” 

The visitor with whom he was conversing? re- 
marked in response: ‘What had that todo with the 
matter ?” 

“Only this,” continued Mackin, “that a man who 
bas anything to do with people of a certain class takes 
bis life in bis bands, particularly if be gets hold ot 
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“Since the strain of this election cause has been on 
me J have used stimulants toa slight extent, but al- 
ways witb the greatest care as to where, when and in 
whose company.” 

“Do you mean to intimate that any suspicion hangs 
about the death of Mr. Storrs ?” 

“IT mean to say,” he answered with significant em- 
phasis, “that io bis loss I lose my case, and that once at 
Joliet I shall be out of the way ot the people who would 
not dare refuse my demands if I gained liberty with- 
out Imprisonment. Some one other than Josepb 
Mackin will be the next United States Marshal for 
the Northern District of Illinois. If you want to find 
out anything else regarding what I think, or what I 
know, you will have to search elsewhere, for [am not 
yet in a position to say more than J already have.” 

This conversation occurred on Saturday, September 
12, 1885, the date of Storrs’ death. Ina little more than 
a month Mackin's prophecy came true, tor on Nov. 19, 
1885, he was received asaconvict at the Joliet (Titinois) 
Penitentiary under five years’ sentence for perjury. 
Bill Gallagher still walks the streets of Chicago a free 
man to all intents and purposes. 

When Mackin’s little plan to secure a State Senator 
tor the North Side of the city of Chicago for whom the 
peuple bad not voted was exposed, and the case was 
beginning to look particularly dire, Storrs was sought 
out to undertake the herculean task of clearing the 
local Warwick. Two Democrats and one Republican 
were alleged to be the principalsin the fraud. Storrs 
had been always a Republican. Had the ballot-box

swindle worked it would have sent a Democrat to the 
Legislature. Although in receipt of an unusually 
‘large income Mr. Storrs was a poor man. Money 
slipped through his bands like water through a sieve. 
He lived luxuriously as a recompense for toiling like 
a slave, and could never turn a deaf ear to an appeal 
tor charity. He hesitated about identifying himself 
with the case, but tinally agreed to undertake it on 
condition that his fee sbould be $10,000 and that it 
should be guaranteed. 

There was some hesitation on the part of Mackin's 
backers, and then the prisoner “declared himseif.’’ 
He Knew more of the dark and underhanded work ot 
“the gang” than any living man. He had been the 
trusted, capable and unscrupulous lieutenant of Mike 
McDonald, Mike Corcoran, Carter Harrison, George 
Everhart and the great coterie of gamblers who de. 
pended on the bosses for immunity. Mackin asserted 
that if protection and financial) aid were not forth. 
coming he would utilize enough of his power and in- 
formation to send a few other men beside himself to 
the penitentiary. Storrs came high, but Storrs he 
would have, or the confidante of the late political 
secretary aud manager might Jook out for squalls. So 
Storrs was retained, but he only got a verbal guaran- 
tee for his fee and a few hundred dollars advance for 
immediate expenses. When once enlisted in a case 
he invariably made bimself thoroughly cognizant of 
every detail. He cross-questioned Mackin and Gal 
lagher exbaustiyely and closely, asit they had been 
witnesses fo. ‘he State.

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Working on the case. 


Then began a negotiation with Mackin. What 
would he take to dron the fight, serve his term and 
keep bis mouth shut? He mentioned $50,000 as a 
reasonable sum. It was too much, and negotiations 
bave broken off, only to he renewed later on. after 
Mackin had mortgaged his personal property for 
#30,000 and after Storrs was in his grave. With his 
chiet lawyer, the one in whom he had unbounded 
confidence, out of the way, the prisoner might he in- 
duced to listen to reason. He was seen ngaih. He 
bad several courses before him. He could “squeal,” 
for revenge was sweet. But tbat wouldn’t save him 
from imprisonment. He could continue to fight, but 
be was told that further resources must be of his own 
obtaining. 

He could “take his medicine’' and Keep still, and 
secure a certain sum in spot cash. The bluff game 
was played for al! it was worth by dangerous and de- 
termined men, and the argument of Storrs’s sudden 
taking off worked on‘their side. Mr. Mackip bas 
“taken his medicine.” Hebas donned the cunvict’s 
stripes: he has implicated nobody, and the warden of 
the Joliet Penitentiary says he is a most exemplary 
prisoner. ‘‘The gang” breathed easier. The lawyer 
weuld never leave the tomb to claim his $10,000 fee. 
The dead could tell no tales. The living man, who 
was feared, faced a five years’ sentence on Nov. ‘19 last, 
and tor a space, at least, can do his fellow-conspirators 
no barm, even if he chose to. 3 

As has been said before, Mr. Storrs, after taking 
charge of the Mackin case, resorted, to a certain ex- 
tent, to the use of st:mulants, This made the work or 
“settling him,” when tbat had been determined on, a 
matter of considerable case, for any alcohol liquor is a 
safe vehicle for the criminal use of digitaline or digi- 
talis. It was some days before the lawyer went to 
Ottawa that his assassination was first contemplated, 
and the initial attempt was made one evering in the 
barroom on Michigan street, next the jail. and -later 
that same night in the saloon cor nected with the Re- 
vere House.

Mr. Storrs poured out his drink at the counter and 
stepved back with it to the steam heater, on which be 
placed the glass. The dead!v dose found its way into 
the liquor while the intended victim was busy in-con- 
versation.

however, to make him seriously 11], and’ was unable to 
leave the Lotel that night.

covered, but had no suspicion of what cansed his‘sud.

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“A MYSTERY. 


The Unexplained Murder of 
a Prominent Citizen of 
-Kentueky: 


HIS FATED FAMILY. 
Two of His Sons Assassinated Inside 
The Period of a Few Years. 





Colonel James Hawkins, a prominent merchant and 
citizen ot Munday’s Landing, twelve miles from Har- 
rodsburg, Ky., was found murdered in bis door the 
morning of Oct. Ist. He was shot “through the besrt 
and in the leftarm. He was in bis night-clothes, lying 
close to the back of his store, where hesilept. His 
store is about fifty yards from the ferry, and directly 
above it. His dweling is about balf a mile farther up 
the clift. The previous nigbt about seven o’clock three 
negroes crossed the river to go to a wedding. About 
eight o’clucx Mrs. Lucretia Munday and Ed. Carter, 
about seventeen years old, were put across the river to 
go to Anderson County. They had to pass directly by 
Hawkins’ store. A short time after this four shots 
were heard at Hawkins' back door, and after each 
shot Hawkins was heard to scream as ifin pain. Jim 
Elkins, the ferryman, heard tbese shots and recog- 
nized Hawkins’ scresms, and remarked to Mrs. 
Munday thai some one was murdering Hawkins, but 
says that Mrs. Munday weuld not Jet him go over. 

At twelve o’clock three negroes who crossed early 
in the evening came back, and put them across 
egain, but said nothing to them about the shots, and. 
though he‘was witbin a stone's throw of Hawkins, he 
made no investigation. Atdaylight next morning a 
negro called Elkins to put him across the river, that 
he wanted to goto Hawkins* store. Elkin told oim that 
he thought Hawkins had been murdered : that he had 
heard shotsand heard Hawkins scream. They walked 
together to the store and went direct ts the back 
door. The negro Knocked at the door, which swung 
open, disclosing the body of Hawkins as above de- 
scribed. ‘iNbey closed tbe door ani notified the tamily 
ot the death. 

The murder was entirely for revenge orto get Haw- 
Nothing was taken from the 
store. The murderer was an ac ttance of Haw- 
kins, for his rule was that after he went to bed be 
would not get up, except upon the urgent request-ota 
friend. His pistol was lying near his bed, but he had 
gone to the door empty-handed in his night clotbes. 
He was a suspicious man, and had been roboei a sbort 
time ago. Investigations show that Mrs. Munday and 
Carter had not passed a toll gate four miles above 
Hawkins’ at 9 o’clock. Three miles turther on they 
had not passed at 9.30. Mrs. Munday is the woman 
charged in aiding Walker Davis in murdering her 
husband, on whom they had $20,000 insurance. Davis 
has been convicted, and now serves a life term in the 
penitentiary. 

A few days ago, in a suit to recowke of-Mrs. Munday 
a large sum of money said to have heen taken from 
ber mother, whom sbe and Davis are suspected of 
baving murdered, Hawkins testified in ber presence 
that Davis wus unworthy of credit on oath, and 
that she was of bad character. Elkin. tbe ferry- 
man, hves' with Mrs. Munday and Mrs. Davis, ber 
daughier. Carter.has lived with them about a year. 
When asked why they left home at such an hour to 
go twenty miles, E}kins said that they frequently 
went out together atter night, There is great excite- 
ment about the affairin this and ‘adjoining counties, 
and if any positive evidence can be obtained there 
will certainly dea lynching. One Frank Houk keeps 
atden in a sbanty-boat a short distance below the 
ferry. He and Hawkins have had trouble and Haw- 
kins suspected bim ot robbing him, but their unfriend- 
liness rebuts any suspicion that he did the killing 
Carter and Elkio were friendly with Hawkins. Haw- 
kins has had two sons murdered th the last few years. 
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PREPARER OF S SKELETONS. 
A Curious Industry in th in the Capital of France. 


A ‘Paris correspondent write writes: Paris has been sur 
rounded for the last two years with a ring.of vilely 
smeliing glucose and cider tactories, where all sorts of 
abdminations are made up into drinks which the poor 
classes tind very palatable, but which probaoly do 
them great barm morally and physically. One of 
those enterprising feople who is always peering into 
out-of-the-way places has just given his contribution 
to the subject of these odors, and {t Is not entirely in- 
viting, although it 1s curious e nough. He says that 
during long walks through the ot 8t. Denis be 
came one day upon a mysterious looking range of 
buildings, carefully protected from outside observa- 
tion, and trom this establishment tssued odors which 
ought to have driven him away, but which so piqued 
his curiosity that be set about finding a means ot 
entrance. It chanced that be was in the habit 
not only of walkiog in the plain of Sc. Denis, but 
of promenading the wards of hospitals in his quality 
of medical student: and, being present one day at the 
dismissal of » patient who bad had what tbe doctors 
call ap interesting cisease,” he said to this patient: 
“What are you going to turn your attention to now 
tbat you are quite well?” “I amgoing back to my old 
business,” said the woman. for it was a woman, witb 
alittle besitation in her speech. “And what is your 
business ?” “I am a preparer of skeletons.” This 
declaration of such an unusual profession led to a long 
interview, in the course of which our explorer dis 
covered that the woman was one of « numerous band 
of employees who worked night and day in the mys- 
terious range ot buildings in the plain of 8t. Denis and 
transformed the bodies brought from the hospitals and 
prisons, not only of France but of foreign countries, 
into skeletons for the students of anatomy and for the 
cabinets of surgeons. By judicious bribery this curi- 
ously minded person obtained entrance into the 
establistment of St. Denis, where be saw things

found bis final reehies place ia a hospital ward; are.

“their bones. It is well known that the burial of mur- 





derers is only 2 wolite fiction, as the bodies are almost 
immediatety removed from the ceme’ ery of. the- con- 
demued and taken either to the dissecting rooms of a 
hespital or to this peculiar place which [Tam now de- 
scribing. Our explorer was irformed by the person 
who introduced bim to this lugubrions place that large 


numbers of bodies bave been brought for the past few | 


years from Austria: and the supposition is that tbey 
are disinterred from the battjJe fields whieh have been 
80 numerous since 1877 in southeastern Europe. ‘The 
view ot this caldron room at night, with the quiet and 
respectable looking men and women preparing the 
yodies for the caldrons, is a subject worthy of the pen 
ot Theophile Gautier, or of Baudclaire in bis maddest. 
moments. In other buildings connected with this 
boiling room are the laboratories where the hones, 
‘when once all the flesh and tendons have been dec- 
tached from them, are set up as skeletons. This work 
is very well paid, and among the people who engage 
in it are all kinds of what the French caJl unclassed 
persons whose knowledge has not been sufficient to 
keep them out ot serious difficulties in life, and who 
have finally gravitated toward tbis strange pursuit. 
The preparation of the skeletons ot animals is a very 
large industry. Evers creature, from frogs and ser- 
pents to tigers and hons, is here boiled. The bones 
are then whitened and they are set up and wired 
together by the skillful operatives. No doubt the 
odors from this place occasionally sweep down across 
the splendid expanses of Paris, from Montmatre to 
Montrouge.

The session of the Jersey City Board of Public Works 
had just opened the other night when a tall, tashion- 
ably attired young woman advanced to the railing. 
Her p-etty face wore a scow] and her dark eyes fairly 
snapped. She stepped close to the desk o¢cupied by 
George Lenhart, a local reporter. Her voice trembled 
with excitement and rage as she addressed him. He 
had scarcely time to reply when fromthe recesses of a 
light wrap she drew a cattle whip and struck him 
twice. Several men crowded forward and restrained 
her. An-instant later she darted forward and ex- 
claimed, “Explain yourself. How dare you publish 
anything about me?” He was silent, and again her 
whip fell on bis head. Janitor Conway seized her and 
led her down stairs. Lenhart demanded protection, 
and informed the President vfthe Board tbat he would 
bold him responsiviec for any injury he (Lenhart) re- 
ceived. The young Jady was only partiaily pacified. 
When she reached the foot of the stairs she wept with 
anger as she cried, “Through his scurrilous article my 
friends have cut me, and ['1) cut him.” With this she 
turned before she could be intercepted and returned 


to the meeting room, where she plied her whip again.. 


This time Lenhart caught bold of the whip, and in the 
struggle for its possession he dragged his assailant 
violently against the rail. Her cry of pain incensed a 
pumber of men in the lobby, and they, with express- 
fons that boded il) for the reporter, crusbed against 
the rail, dislodging it. Lenhart retreated tothe rear 
ot the chair occupied by Commissioner Cerr, whu pro- 
tected bim from further violence. Lenhart made an 
effort to draw a ee which exasperated some of 
the men. 

The young woman is Miss Mamie Gannon, Just out 
of her teens. She. is the daughter ofa well-to-do cop- 
persmitn. Several months ago Miss Mamie and her 
sister were arranging a party on an elaborete scale. 
Their tather was in the habit ot giviog them their al- 
lowance of pocket money incheciis. It was on the 
eve of the party, and the checks were only tor the 
usual amuunt. They corrected his oversight by alter- 
ing the amounts of the checks to a larger sum. The 
story was heard a few days ago for the first time by 
Lenhart, and he published a sensational story to the 
extent of a co Dn, suppressing the names, but so 
minutely describing the young women that their 
identity was clear to everyone acquainted with them. 
Last Saturday night week Lenbart was decoyed irtoa 
saloon and he was pummelled by a champion of the 
young ladies, Raymond Gilchrist. son of ex-Attorney 
Genera! Gilchrist, of New Jersey. Lenhart caused the 
arrest of young Gilcbrist and Hickey, thesaloon keep- 
er, tor conspiracy. The accused furnished bail. Len- 
hart was recentiy assaulted by Thomas Jacobs. clerk 
of the Board-of Works, for severe criticisins. 
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PUT TO TORTURE.

A mob of masked men at 11 o'clock on the night of 
Sept. 30 demanded entrance at the jail where P. F. 
Wallace, the supposed murderer of the Logan tamily. 
is confined, at Steeleville. Mo. The sheriff appealed 
to them to disperse and let the law take its effect, but 
the mob rushed at the jai] gate. which gave way under 
their blows. A guard was placed at the entrance and 
several men proceeded to Wallace’s cell and dragged 
him forth. The mob outside greeted the prisoner with 
cries of **Hang him !’’ “Stretch him up.’’ Wallace was 
led under a tree in thecuurt house yard and 4 rope was 
put around his neck. 

He was told that he bad but a few minutes tu live, 
and that if he wanted to say anything he bad better 
hurry up. Wallace stoutly protested bis innocence 
and insisted that Sam Vaughn, the negro mentioned 
in recent dispatches, was the murderer of the Logan 
family and had given him (Wallace) $20 to keep the 
secret. At this the mod booted and yelled, and at the 
word the rope was thrown overa limb and Wallace 
was suspended in mid air. He was held there a few 
minutes and then let down again, the mob still hoping 
tbat he would coofess. It was severai minutes before 
tbe halt dead man could rezain strength enough to 
talk, but when he did bis dental of the crime and his 
protestation of innocence were made as firmly as be- 
fore. The crowd had by this time greatly increased 
and many cries for mercy were heard. Col. A. J. Zay. 
& mao greatly resnected in the town, was called upon 
to address tbem. He responded and advised the mob 
to desist and allow the law to takeits course. Tke 
sheriff and several others followed in the same vein. 
anc the mob delivered its prisoner to the sheriff, who 
replaced bim in bis celi. The crowd then dispersed.

A Corpse Found Standing Upright in the Mud in

near the. wharf. James Hickey passed the whart 
about 6 o’clock the next morning and noticed the body 
of a-man standing upright in the mud close to the 
wharf, the tide baving receded.

Several smal! tools and about $2 
cash were also founds in the pockets. 

Inquiry discloses the fact that a man named Charles 
Early had been employed in the machiye sbop of 
Eaton, Cole & Barnham, Bridgeport: that be was 
paid §28 last Friday night and that upon paying his 
board bill Saturday he said he thought of going to New 
York that evening by boat to see his wife and would 
return Monday. Early may have returned by the ex- 
cursion steamer Sirius Sunday afternoon, but, so far 
as known, he bad not been seen in Bridgeport from 
the time he paid his board until his body was discov- 
ered.

Nothing of equallysmali real importance has ever 
caused more talk in Wall street than the closing up of 
Howell Osborne & Co.’s brokerage offices in Fitth 
avenue, These were ap up town branch of bis estab- 
lishment in Wall street. No reader of the past ten 
years’ general news can fail to recall Osborne as the 
blithe young fellow who courted many actresses, mar- 
ried one and got freed from her, and is now the bus- 
band of another. Ou the death of his tather—the mil- 
lionaire, Charles Osborne—a year ago, the son was left 
a life income of thirty thousand dollars a year, instead 
of being enriched by the property outright. He boid- 
ly resolved.not to be content with that, but to dupli- 
cate his parent's success in Wall street. Then he com- 
posed the firm of Howell Osborne & Co. by making a 
partnersbip with W. L. Stow, a shrewd operator, and 
Willie Oliver, a young: tellow- after-his--own- heart. 
Stow attended to the down town part of the business 
Principally, and for awbile the profits there were 
beavy, so:that last spring Stow retired with a quarter 
ot a million, not less than a quarter of which was 
said to have been won within six months. Howell 
and Willie continued.

Peter Nolan, who is matched to fight McCaffrey, had 
a set-to with Dan McDermott, of Berkley Springs, W. Va., at 
Charleston, W. Va., on the 13th ult., and ip the fourth round Nolan 
knocked his antagonist out by a terrible upper cut. 


.Pat Dempsey, of Philadelphia, has expressed his will- 
ingness to accept the challenge of John Ritz, of Bellaire, Ohio, to 
rowa3 mile :ace with a turn. Dempsey names the Shawmutt 
course on the Schuylkill. Each man has posted a forfeit. 


Articles of agreement have been signed for a 7-round 
glove fight between Paddy Ryan and Frank Glover, the contest to 
take place in Chicago or Minneapolis on Oct. 25 for the gate re- 
ceipts. Neither man is satisfied with the recent meeting at Chel- 
tenham Beach. 


The glove contest between John W. Fallon, of Brook- 
fyn and Jack Spencer, of Philadelphia, at Prof. John Clark’s 
Olympic Club, on Sept. 30, was a well contested affair. Four 
rounds were fought, according to Queensberry rules, and Spencer 
was declared the winner. 


At Clark’s Olympic Club. Philadelphia, Oct. 2, Mike 
Conley, the Ithaca Giant, knocked out Mike Monazhan in two 
rounds. The first round ended on even terms, but in the second 


. Conley, after punishing Monaghan badly about the head, knocked 


him out with an upper cut. 


An 8-round glove contest between John Cusick, of 
Milwaukee, and John Donaldson the heavy-weight of Minneapo- 


‘ lis, Minn., was won by Cusick in the second round. Donaldson 


was twice knocked down and otherwise badly punished. Cusick 
broke his hand in the first round. 


Steve Taylor is now a Coney Island policeman. It 
was reported some time ago that he was dying of consumption, 
caused by heavy blows on the chest administered by Sullivan on 
the latter's starriug trip to the Pacific Slope. He was nearly 
knocked out by bad whisky, but always came up in time for another 
round. 


At the annual fall games of the New York Athletic 
Club at Mott Haven, N. Y., Oct. 2. two recurds—for running three 
miles and throwing the 56-pound weight for height—were broken.

Stark 
stayed very well for a man of his calibre until in the fourth round, 
when Collins landed heavily with his right under Stark's left car. 
and the fight ended. 


The great yacht race by the keel schooner Miranda, 
of England, a famous English cup winner, and the Sachem, a 
centre-board yacht designed in Boston by Edwin Burgess, was 
sailed off Newport, R. I., on Oct. 1, over a 35-mile course. There 
was plenty of wind and the Sachem won by 10 minutes. This is a 
great triumph for Mr. Burgess.

George McCarthy, the well-known feather weight 
pugilist of the Fourth Ward, New York. was killed by William 
Donovan in Brooklyn, on Sept. 29. McCarthy with some frienda 
entered D. Hart’s saloon, in Schermerhorn street, near Court, 
Brooklyn, between 10 and 11 o'clock on Sept. 29. William Donovan, 
who resides at 72 Schermerhorn street, dropped in the saloon on his 
> way home, and some one introduced him to McCarthy. A discus- 
sion arose over the pronunciation of the words pousse cafe, which 
were on a sign over the bar. McCarthy and Donovan agreed to 
leave the settlement of the dispute to Mr. Hart, who decided in the 
latter’s favor. McCarthy became much excited and said: ‘‘I can 
back my opinion with my fists.” Donovan, not wishing to fight, 
left the place, but McCarthy followed him and a few feet from the 
door caught him by the coat and tore it. Donovan's blood was up. 
and turning sharply around, seized his assailant and struck him 
one blow in the face. McCarthy fell and lay there unconscious. 
Policeman Ward, of the First Precinct, came down from Court 
stieet when he saw the two men scuffing and placed Donovan, who 
was trying to arouse his victim. uuder arrest. Ht submitted quietly 
enough, but was greatly agitated. Ambulance Surgeon Arrow: 
smith was summoned and he took McCarthy to the Long Island 
College hospital, where he remained unconscious until Sept. 30, 
when be died. Donovan was taken before Justice Walsh, and re- 
manded to await the result ofan inquest. The prisoner did not 
know his victim’s reputation, and was surprised when Clerk Quinn 
told him that he had killed a we'l-known feather-weight boxer. 
Donovan is employed in a drug house in this city. About sixteen 
years ago McCarthy was styled the feather-weight champion. He 
has figured in numerous contests and time and again agreed to fight 
any feather-weight in America after Dick Hollywood retired. 


The following are the particulars of the great fistic 
‘encounter between Herbert A. Slade, the Mauri, and Duncan C. 
McDonald, of Butte City, Mont., fought recently at Walker's 
Opera House, Satt Lake, Utah. The men fought according to ‘‘Po- 
lice Gazette’ rules, and there was no limit to the rounds. The 
public showed Its faith in the contest to the extent of filling the 
theatre an hour before the men came into the ring. When the men 
appeared they looked to be in good condition, save for the fact that 
Slade was still qrite fleshy. Both were bare to the waist and both 
wore white tights upon their netber limbs. Slade wore a white 
belt, and McDonald, as usual, wore the stars and stripes. McDonald 
was seconded by Charley Lange and 8S. A. Haller, and Slade by 
Messrs. Hicks and Harry Kendall. The choiceof referee had been 
lefs to representativesof the Herald and the Tribune. Those gen- 
tlemen made selection of adisinterested gentleman. a resident of 
Ogden, who agreed to act. When the newspaper men entered the 
theatre at 8:30 o clock their referee met them and declined to act, 
giving for his action in the matter a very good reason. The men 
were then in the ring, and the audience getting impatient. Then 
a quick choice had tobe made. Several gentlemen were called 
upon from the audience and declined to act. Then Prof. Reckhart, 
who had previously announced his intention of never again acting 
in such a capacity, was brought out, and to help the newsmen out 
of a fix. kindly consented to act. The question was presented to 
the audience and they accepted the choice vociferously. Dr. Ben- 
edict and T. J. Kelly were then selected as timekeepers, and the 
men were called upon to shake hands, which they did. At the 
call of time, both men stopped promptly to the center of the ring. 

Rounp 1—The first round began with both men sparring cauti- 
ously for about a minute, when McDonald led out with his left for 
Slade’s face, but fell short, and Slade retorted with a sharp rap on 
Mc.'s ribs. More light sparring followed, when Mc. struck the 
Maorion the face. A quick exchange on the neck followed and 
time was called. 

2—This one demonstrated the fact that Mc.’s idea was to get 
away with Slade's wind. The latter was better as to his bellows 
than in the previous contest. Mc. soon led with a blow at Slade's 
face, which the half-breed promptly parried. Slade followed with 
a good one on Mc.'s face, and Mc. gave it to bim right back again in 
good shape. Slade then struck for Mc’s ribs, but the latter caught 
the blow on the arm just at the call of ‘‘time.” 

3—Nc. got in the first blow on the Maori’s neck, and Slade get- 
ting back on Mc.'s breast. Then there wasa quick exchange on the 
faces and Mc made arush and got in a light tap on the Maori's 
face, following with a good blow on the left ear. Slade returted on 
Mc.'s face and aimed another which Mc. caught on his arm as time 
was calle, 

4—In this Mc. led for the Maori’s ribs, but was quickly stopped 
There were several lightexchanges. Slade made a rush and arrived 
at Mc.’s head, but Mc. ducked and the force of the blow threw Slade 
forward sevcral steps. Slade then got in a tap on Mc.'s ear just as 
‘time’ was called. i 

5—This was Mc.’s. Early ia the round he caugbt Slade in 
chancery. but the big fellow's shoulder got in the way, and the ad- 
vantage could not be followed. Slade rushed, but missed by Mc.’s 
clever dodging, and Mc. rushed, and the Maori stepped aside and 
Mc. slipped, nearly falling to the floor. Mc. recovering himself got 
a rap on Slade’s ribs and got one on his stomach, Mc. struck one 


_ fairly on the mouth, drawing blood. A clinch followed and time 


was called. First blood for McDonald. 

6—This round was quite lively. Slade got in several blows on 
McDonald's face, while the latter drove his fist into the Maori’s 
stomach several times. .Towardathe end of the round Slade got 
in a blow which sent Mc. against the ropes. He quickly recovered, 
and got Slade’s head in chancery just as time was called. 
« 1—This round, like most of the preceding ones, was opened by 
McDonald, who got in a light blow on Slade's face. He followed it 
up with a blow on the ear and another in the face. The Maori got 
warmed up at this, and made some terrific lunges, but McDonald 
kept out of his reach. Just before the conclusion. Slade got in a 
very hard blow on Mc.'s face, after which time was called. 

8—This was decidedly Slade’s. Mc. got one in oa his opponent's 
neck and was followed by a rap on the ribs. Mc. retorted on 
Slade’s breast. There was then a quick exchange, and Mc. got in 
a tap on Slade's leftear. Slade then made a rush and drove Mc. 
into a corner over on to the ropes. There was a clinch, which 
broke at the call of ‘‘time.”’ 

9—From the first moment McDonald forced the fighting, and the 
men got over upon the left side of the ring. There Mc. gave his op- 
ponent a terrific blow upon the neck which turned him half around 
and dazed him. Slade dropped his guard, and Mo. followed by 
three terrible upper-cuts under the chin, and the Maori swung 
heavily around and fell upon his face. He tried to get upon his 
knees, but his fect slipped ; again he essayed, but his feet slipped 
again, like those of a child trying tocreep. The heavy Maori fell 
weakly forward and lay at full length as though dead. Time was 
called and still he didn’t move. Then the referee tried to lift him 
to his feet, and, by the aid of seconds, he was lifted partially and 
dragged from the ring to his dressing room.. Then Dr.. Benedict 
attended to him, applied restoratives, and in about twenty minutes 
the Macri was able to be driven away in a carriage. The fight 
was then formally declared for McDonald, and the great audience 
dispersed satisfied with the night's sport. 

Shortly after the battle McDonald and Slade, the pugilists, were 
arrested upon warrants sworn out by D. A. Rench, United States 
Deputy Marshal, charging them with conducting a prize fight on 
Sept. 18, 1886. The warrants were served by Deputies Vandercook 
and Smith. McDonald was taken ip charge by the first named. Smith 
went out to Bétk's Hot Springs, where he took Slade in charge. 
Both men were taken before United States Commissioner McKay, 
where they were placed under bonds of $500 each for their appear- 
ance upon the Grand Jury after they had waived examination. 
Bonds were readily furnished, Mark McKimmins and ‘Coffee 
John,” otherwise known as John A. Fitchette, becoming sureties 
for McDonald, and Dr. Benedict and John Beck standing good for 
Slade.
